Yodin y s call to halt 
settlement re jected 


TEL AVIV, June 3 (Agencies) 
— An appeal by Israeli Deputy 
Premier Yigael Yadin to stop a 
Jewish settlement being built near 
Nablus, the largest Palestinian 
population center in the occupied 
West Bank, was rejected by the 
Israeli cabinet Sunday. 

Yadin was supported by Fore- 
ign Minister Mbshe Dayan and 
Defense Minister Ezer Weizman. 
Prime Minister Menabem Begin 
did not attend the session. 

Among die reasons given by 
, Yadin for bis appeal was that the 
village would be built partly on 
private Palestinian land. The deci- 
sion to go ahead was made last 
month. 

The cabinet decided several 
months ago that settlements in 
.occupied territories would not be 
set up on privately-owned Palesti- 
nian land. 

In a related development, an • 
Israeli newspaper Sunday

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Kuwait not planning 
to reconcile Iraq, Iran 


KUWAIT, June 3 (AP) — 
Kuwait declared Sunday that no 
mediation efforts were planned to 
ease tension between Iraq and 
Iran. 

“I don’t see on the horizon any 
initiative aimed at solring die bor- 
der issue between the two coun- 
tries,” Kuwait's minister of state 
Abdul Aziz Hussein said in a 
statement published by the inde- 
pendent newspaper “Al Qabas.” 

Hussein added that his govern- 
ment was aware of the “difficul- 
ties” that discourage any Arab 
power from mediating a settle- 
meat between the two neighbor- 
ing countries. 

The same paper also said that 
the Soviet Union has asked Pales- 
. tinian m m man Hn leader Yasser 
Arafat to intercede with the Iraqi 
government for “halting this cam- 
paign against homegrown Iraqi 
Communists.” 

Meanwhile, the independent 
newspaper “Al Siyassa” reported 
that Syrian President Hafez Assad 
was p lanning to mediate a settle- 
ment between Iraq and Iran. 

Assad, it added, will either go to 
Tehran personally or dispatch a 
high-ranking niffiAial to carr y out 
the mediation. 

Assad is best suited for media- 
tion between the two countries, in 
view of his coidial ties with the 


regime of Iran’s Ayatollah Kho- 
meini and his strong relations with 
tire Iraqi government of President 
Ahmad Hassan Bakr. 

Iraq has denied reports about 
troop massing along its northern 
border after the recent bloody 
clashes between Iranian govern- 
ment forces and militant Arabs of 
the Khnzestan region. 

The official Iraqi News Agency 
reported in a dispatch from Teh- 
ran that the autonomy- seeking 
Arabs have submitted a list of 
demands to the government, 
including a demand for ousting the 
governor-general of Khnzestan, 
Rear Adm.

have submitted their resignations 
as a sign of support for the com- 
pany’s chairman, who indirectly 
criticized Ayatollah Khomeini last 
week, company officials said Sun- 
day.

Qaddafl lauds talks 
with Yugoslav leader 

LONDON, June 3 (R) — Libyan leader Muammar Qaddafl said 
his talks with Yugoslav President Tito over the past four days 
enhanced J their understanding of international issues, the . Libyan 
news agency (Jana) reported Sunday. 

President Tito was leaving Tripoli Sunday for Malta on the last 
stage of a Mediterranean tour which took him to Algeria for talks 
prior to next September’s nonaligned conference in Havana. 

Issues covered in the talks between Marshal Tito and CoL Qad- 
dafl included East- West detente, the Middle East, Africa and bilat- 
eral cooperation, Jana, monitored in London, said. 

Speaking at a banquet he gave Saturday night in the Yognslav 
leader’s honor, Qaddafl said their discussions about detente stem- 
med in part from concern that it might be incomplete or benefit only 
the major powers. 

Turning to the Middle East, he reaffirmed Libya’s rejection of a 
peace effort “which protects Israeli invaders only and gives up the 
safety and security of the Arab peoples,” Jana said. 

Qaddafl also talked erf the possibility of countries such as post- 
revoturkra Iran and Malta joining die nonaligned movement, Jana 
reported. 

In reply, the agency quoted Tito assaying aggressive Israeli acts 
such as its raids into Lebanon affir med that Israel did not seek 
genuine peace in the Middle East 

Peace and security in that sensitive region could not be achieved 
without the restoration of all occupied Arab territories, including the 
Arab part of Jerusalem, and establishment of a Palestinian home- 
land, the Yugoslav leader was quoted as saying. 


Lagos seen ready to withdraw 
peacekeeping force from Chad 


KHARTOUM, June 3 ( AP) — 
Nigeria has agreed to a request by 
the provisional government erf 
Chad to withdraw its peace force 
from N'Djamena, the Sudanese 
News Agency has reported.

ACAPULCO, Mexico, June 3 (R) — Leftwing opposition politi- 
cians in Mexico have told the deposed Shah of Iran to keep out and 
say they will stop his plane landing if he tries fo-fl y here. 

The exiled Shah is still m the Bahamas, according to his spokes- 
man. But there are persistent rumors here that the ousted monarch 
will arrive in this Pacific Coast resort in a few days. 

A spokesman for the Mexican Communist Party is threatening a 
takeover of Acapulco airport to stop the Shah stepping on Mexican 
soft. 

A Socialist Party spokesman said that his party win join with the 
Communists in seeking to have the Shah declared “ persona non 
grata.” 

The leftwing statements followed a Mexican government declara- 
tion on Friday agreeing to grant the Shah a tourist visa to come here. 

The Shahs eight-week Bahamas visa in theory expired on Friday. 
He arrived there on March 30. 

Despite the Communist threat to take over Acapulco airport, 
sources in the Pacific port said the Shah would probably sail to 
Mexico. 

Mexican radios reported Sunday that the Shah and his family 
would arrive in Acapulco by his private yacht this weekend. 

Facing an assassination threat, the Shah has been surrounded by 
security men since he flew out of Iran in January for what was 
described as an extended holiday . 

There was speculation in Acapulco Sunday that the Shah had 
already left the Bahamas fix’ Mexico in his yacht. 

The Mexican government said that it would issue the Shah with a 
tourist visa in Nassau on Friday, but there has been no official 
confirmation that he has packed it up.

Somoza threatens war on Costa Rica 


MANAGUA, June 3 (AP) — 
President Anastsio Somoza said 
Saturday he may declare war on 
Costa Rica if the Organization of 
American States fails to stop San- 
dinista guerrillas from operating 
there. 

*Tm ruling out the possibility of 
declaring war” he told a news con- 
ference. Costa Rica abolished its 
-army 25 years ago. 

. . The statement came as heavy 
^fighting was reported along the 
northern and southern borders in 
what the guerrillas have described 
as the major offensive to over- 
throw Somoza and end 45 years of 
domination by the Somoza family. 


Fighting was reported in the 
northern town of Chmandega and 
the guard struggled to contain 
heavily armed guerrillas bolding 
ground in fierce fighting near the 
Costa Rican border. 

“Perhaps 50 guerrillas could 
cross the border as 
revolutionaries,” Somoza said. 
“But when groups of 300 guerril- 
las, carrying >5 0-caliber machine 
guns and automatic weapons and 
mortars arrive in jeeps and trucks, 
there is no doubt about Costa 
Rican complicity,” the president 
said. 

He added that wounded San- 


dimstas were being evacuated 
from the border area by hetioopter 
and flown to hospitals in northern 
Costa Rica. 

The Sandinisray , who take their 
name from die 1930s rebel leader 
Augusto Cesar Sandino, are fight- 
ing to overthrow Somoza, whose 
family has controlled Nicaragua 
for 42 years. 

Costa Rica broke relations with 
Nicaragua last November after a 
border incident in which two 
Costa Rican Civil Guardsmen 
were killed. 

“If it were not for the OAS we 
would be at war now with Costa 
Rica,” the president said.

Meanwhile French Ambas- 
sador Michel Dondenne and Us 
senior officials spent their first 
weekend resting in more than a 
month after their release by tire 
BPR members last Friday. 


Dondenne told reporters that 
he thought Us kidnappers were 
“young idealists rather than 
delinquents.” 

Dondenne and his officials were 
freed by tire leftists shortly before 
they boarded the French aircraft 
that took them to Panama. 

Peruvian Ambassador Adeline 
.Risi volunteered to go with them 
to Panama, bat said it was not 
their final destination.

MANILA, June 3 (AP) — The 
United Nations is being asked to 
allocate more than $3.4 mini on to 
make Arabic an official language 
of tte U.N. Conference on Trade 
and Development.

Despite the mfld U-S. objec- 
tion, delegates to the fifth 
UNCTAD that ended Sunday

UNCTAD conferences and ses- 
sions will have Arabic translatius.

And the cold weather had not 
passed. At mid-moming Saturday 
the weather bureau predicted 
more frost for Sunday morning in 
the state of Parana, one of Brazil's 
major coffee regions. 

In the states of Sao Paulo and 
Minas Gerais, also part of the cof- 
fee belt, temperatures were 
expected to be constant or rise 
slightly over the next 24 horns. 
Saturday morning, thermometers 
dipped as low as 28.4 degrees 
fahrenheit (-2 centigrade) in some 


parts of these states. 

Parana, Sao Paulo, and Minas 
Gerais produce most of Brazils 
coffee crop. Dus year's crop, 
expected to be about 213 million 
132-pound hags, will not be 
affected by the frost: berries on 
the trees are already mature 
enough to resist the cold. But next 
year's crop will suffer because the 
frost has damaged trees so they 
will not produce well in the near 
future. 

No one knows, however, 
exactly what destruction has been 
caused on coffee plantations. 
Authorities say it will take nearly a 
week to make a full survey, and 
they have generally been cautious 
in their low estimates.

INDIANAPOLIS, Indiana 
June 3 (AF) — President Jimmy 
Carter told fellow Democrats

could find positive solutions,” 
Carter said in a speech for a party 
dinner.

Congress turned 
down Cartel’s {dim for stand-by 
gasoline rationing authority and in 
a non- binding caucus vote 
denounced Carter's decontrol of 
domestic oil prices.

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ECONOMIC WRECKAGE 

Sheikh Ahmed 7-alril Yamani has warned the Western 
industrialized nations that a recession is on the way. “I don’t 
think yon will avoid it,” the Kingdom's petroleum minister 
•told Parisian television viewers Friday. 

Sheikh Yamani went even further in looking at the bleak 
picture of Western nations trying every trick but conservation 
to cut down their oil consumption. The message is blunt, even 
horrific: “Unless you chang e your lifestyle in the West, and 
especially in the U.S^ T m aficaid it wfil not be a recession, one 
day it wffl be a, very deep depression.” 

In Washington, U.S. President Jimmy Carter has apparently 
gotten at least part of the message. “We have an obligation to 
get our house in order if we expect price or production 
behavior on their (OPECs) part that is beneficial to us,” a 
White House spokesman said. But the’ policy shambles there 
now being passed on as an example of democracy in action 
makes Sheikh Yam an? s statement gloomily apt. 

One day the president and his advisors are telling the 
American public that a recession is possible if OPEC does not 
show retramt in raising its oil prices. Then the U.S. Energy 
Secretary spins American oil companies into the spot market, 
driving prices to the $ 40 a barrel threshold. 

The U.S. Congress votes down funds for decontrol of U.S. 
oil prices and a gasoline rationing plan. The Energy Secretary 
grants oil companies $ 5 a barrel discounts for imports of 
Caribbean-refined fuel ofl a week before the president begins 
phasing out all price controls on U.S. ofl. Fuel oil prices rise to 
$ 51 a barrel in Rotterdam, $ 45 a barrel in New York. 

A pop song called “Cheap crude or no more food” becomes 
a nonsensical success in title United States, and Britain raises 
prices of its North Sea oil to $ 20.70 a barrel. Even as the 
United States tries to split the Third World at the Manila 
United Nations Conference on Trade and Development with 
talk about OPEC oil prices, it is emerging as one of the 
principals in driving spot market prices to absurd levels. 

There is no leadership being displayed by the West in any of 
this. What is happening, particularly in the United States, can 
.best be described as “following the path of least resistance”, 
which is no policy at afl. 

It is truly amazing to witness the West cavort in political 
hysteria over an ofl market that is currently supplied with as 
much ofl as it had this time one year ago. Demand is up. Prices 
go up. Rather than curb demand, the United States attacks 
OPEC and drives skyward an ofl pricing f situation which i 
OPEC has not been able to control for several months. 

- A depression would indeed change lifestyles in the United 
States and the rest of the Western world. And unless some- 
thing is done about the leadership vacuum that prevents any 
change in Western lifestyles in the face of level energy sup- 
plies, there seems no alternative to the economic wreckage 
Sheikh Yamani forecasts for the future. 


Commenting on Arab- African 
relations and the Saudi role in 
promoting closer ties with the con- . 
tment, “Al-Jadrah” said that 
Saudi Arabia “is eager to win the 
backing and solidarity of African 
states for the Arab question. The 
African states in turn are equally 
keen to see Saudi Arabia play a 
bigger role in political, economic, 
cultural and social spheres. 

“ Islam constitutes a strong 
bond between Muslims and so do 
economic and commercial links. 
Political questions of crucial inter- 
est make it incumbent on all the 
parties to unify their policies and 
attitudes.

Counting the 
French in Canada

TORONTO - 

After it was dear that Joe Clark had defeated Pierre Elliott 
Tkndeau to become the 16th prime minister of Canada, a Toronto 
taxi driver, overjoyed with the results, boasted, “Trudeau sure got 
thumped.” Yet Trudeau, I pointed out, still had led in the national 
popular vote. “Oh, yeah,” the taxi driver replied, “but that’s only if 
you count the French." 

Counting the French is not always easy for the people of 
English-speaking Chnada. For them, the French- speakers are an 
annoying and boring regment of national fife who when you bother to 
t hink about them, prevent from becoming what everyone 

knows it ought to be like — Britain or Australia or the United States. 
In this case, according to the prevailing view, English -speaking 
Can a da, the real Can ada, thumped Trudeau, and it was pointless to 
muddy the issue with French votes. 

As a result of attitudes Kkg these, which reflect the enormous 
gulf between French-speaking and Engfish-speaking Canada, the 
voters in the recent parliamentary elections divided sharply along 
communal lines and produced the most potentially dangerous elec- 
toral returns in Canada in a half century. Analysts have to go back to 

the bitter battle aver the draft daring World Wax I to find an election 

like it To make matters worse, this latest electoral split came as 
Quebec prepared to vote on a referendum within the next year that 
may lead the province toward a unilatera l declaration of indepen- 
dence. 

In fact, it is possible that, in the long run, only Premier Rene 
Levesque of Quebec and his separatist parti Quebecois will benefit 
from the returns. Canada is now divided politically in a way that, in 
Levesque’s view, reflects the true condition of Canad a: it has a 
government of English- speakers and an opposition' of French- 
speakers. Clark and his ministers may possess a tremendous amount 
of good wifl, but in the Parti Quebecois view, it will be the good will of 
benevolent colonialists. And, for the most part, dark’s aides will be 
unable to speak to most of the people of Quebec in their own 
language. 

Commenting in the Quebec National Assembly on the elections, 
Levesque said that “each people had dearly made a choice based on 
its own identity” The rest of Canada decided to give power to an 
English- speaker, Levesque said, and “here in Quebec the reflex has 
been to support the Quebecer, more massively than before because 
they felt more danger from outside.” In doing so, Levesque went on, 
the French-speakers voted for a prime minister who vehemently 
opposed separation, but this did not mean their vote should be 
interpreted £ pro-federalist and anti-separation. “It was not a 
federalist vote but a family vote ” he said. 

The returns seem to back the Levesque analysis. Trudeatfs 
Liberal Party won Z14 seats in the House of Commons. Of these, 67 
came from the province of Quebec. Of the 47 seats outside Quebec, 
21 or almost half came from districts that were either dominated by 
French- speakers or had large French-speaking minorities. In the vast 
English-speaking Canadian west, from the Rockies to the edge of the 
Prairies, Trudeau’ s Liberals won only two seats, and one of them was 
in Manitoba’s St Boniface, a French-speaking suburb of Winnipeg. 

To make matters worse for French-speakers, and more danger- 
ous for the country as a whole, the country will be ran by an English- 
speaker whose party did not erven win the most popular votes. 
Trudeau and his Liberal Party led in popular votes with 4.5 million or 
40 per cent of the totaL The Conservatives had 4 million or 36 per 
cent This rame about because the Liberals won by margins in 
Quebec that were so enormous they became, in an electoral sense, 
wasteful. 

The present communal division has a parallel in the election 
retumsof 1917. In that year, Prime Minister Robert Borden created 
a coalition of his Conservative Party and of English-speaking mem- 
bers of the Liberal Party to impose the draft on Canada, a measure 
angrily opposed by French-Omadians who did not want to be forced 
to fight in Europe as part of the British army. Conscription was 
actively opposed by Sir Wilfrid Laurier, the Quebecer who led the 
Liberal Parly. 

An election was held on this issue in December, 1917, in which 
campaign posters said, “a vote for Laurier is a vote for the Kaiser.” 
The results were much like those of the recent election. Borden’s 
Unionists, as the coalition was called, won 150 seats in English- 
speaking Canada but only three in Quebec. Laurier* s liberals won 
62 seats in Quebec and only 20 outside. Canada was split in a way it 
had never been before, and the Conservative Party never recovered 
its support in Quebec. 

But there is one great difference between the elections of 1917 
and those of 1979. The latest election was not fought on an obvious 
co mm unal issue. As Michel Roy, tire editor of “Le Devoir,” 
Montreal” s most influential French-language newspaper, put it in an 
editorial recently, “the election returns have only confirmed the 
C anadi an duality without exaggerating it The French- speaker did 
not show any hostility toward Quebecers.” Roy said many English- 
speaking C anad i an s rejected T rudearf s French power regime but not 
not always fair cultural and linguistic reasons. “After a decade with 
Herne Trudeau,” Roy wrote, “they were looking for a man less 
caught up with constitutional matters, more attentive to the concrete 
needs of people, more representative of the true Canada, and more 
respectful of the power and personalities of the provinces." 

Much depends on the attitude adopted by Clark, the 39-year- 
old untested leader who failed French in college but later mastered it 
so he could become a credible national politician. After his election, 
Clark, speaking in French on national television, promised that 
“Quebec will not feel isolated m a dark government” He also 
pledged to appomt Quebecers to the senate so that he can name them 
to his cabinet 

But Quebecers will be waiting for more symbolic si gns than the 
number of posts in the cabinet. Under Trudeau, they began to make 
their presence felt in the federal system. Trudeau appointed many 
Quebecers to top positions in government His insistence on a bffin- 
gnal civil service gave an advantage to Quebecers because they, 
u n li k e many Enghsh-Omadians, were more likely to know both 
languages. Moreover, French was used in Ottawa in a way that it had 
never been done before. “Before Trudeau,” Marcel Pepin, a Quebec 
journalist, said recently, “you had the right to speak French in 
parliament, but you never (fid. They printed legislation in both lan- 
guages, but the French copy of a bfll might reach you weeks later.” 
Quebecers will be watching such things closely in the months ahead 
to see whether the reforms of Trudeau were an illusion destined to 
disappear with him.

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Making sure the negotiations fail

LONDON — 

The Egypt-Israel peace treaty which was signed in 
Washington two months ago, was put to its first serious test 
last week when Egyptian and Israeli delegations met in- 
Beersbeba to negotiate the means of providing “full auton- 
omy” for the Palestinians of the West Bank and Gaza, in 
accordance with the undertakings entered into by President 
Sadat and Menahem Begin at Camp David and later incorpo- 
rated in the text of .the peace treaty. 

The testis a serious and a crucial one because it is over the 
nature of the autonomy proposal that most scepticism has 
been expressed by the critics of the peace treaty, and of the 
whole Camp David framework of which it was the outcome. 

From the moment the peace treaty was signed it became 
apparent that “full autonomy” was interpreted very differ- 
ently by the two signatories. Sadat was insistent that h must 
mean “a genuine transfer of authority to the Palestinians in 
their land"; but Begin quickly made it dear that bis govern- 
ment envisa ge d something much more limi ted. Autonomy, in 
his view, would apply to the inhabitants of the land, but not to 
the land itself; the Israeli milit ary government would be with- 
drawn, as stipulated by the Camp David agreement — but it 
would still exercise authority over the West Bank and Gaza; 
IsraeFs- colonization of both areas would continue. In the 
circumstances, it is not surprising that American efforts to 
enlist support for the peace treaty in other parts of the Arab 

worldmet witiLUD success. , .... ... 

The Americans have all along emphasized their convic- 
tion that the peace treaty represented a first step on the road 
to a comprehensive Middle East peace settlement However, 
in view of the common Arab standpoint that a comprehensive 
settlement must recognize and implement “the legitimate 
rights of the Palestinians”, it is dear that the kind of bogus 
autonomy envisaged-by the Israelis could not lead to such a 
settlement. The Americans, well aware of this, have given 
verbal support to the Arab view; but they have not succeeded 
in persuading Begin to modify his stand. On the contrary, the 
22 point plan drawn up by the Israeli prime minister and 
endorsed by the Israeli cabinet, only four days before the 
opening of the negotiations in Beersbeba, confirmed the sus- 
picion that Begin and most of his colleagues see the whole 
autonomy concept as a means of perpetuating Israeli control 
over the West Bank.. . . 

All this is familiar enough. What is interesting is the fact 
that this suspidon is shared tty many, perhaps most, Israelis 
and is very frankly discussed in the Hebrew press. Take, for 
example, a recent article in the newspaper “Yedfot Aharooot” 
by Boaz Evron, one of Israel s leading political commentators. 

Evron remarks at the outset that it is strange that 
although the peace treaty calls for Israel s withdrawal from the 
whole of Sinai within three years, and although Israel has 
agreed to give up the settlements established in Sinai since 
1967, the Israelis living in these settlements show no sign of 
getting ready to leave. In feet, says Evron, new settlers are still 
arriving (he mentions in particular the settlement at Sharm el 
Sheikh, whose population he says is being “reinforced”) and 
the Israeli authorities are actually encouraging the settlers to 
stay put in places like Yamit and the area just across the - 
border from the Gaza Strip, dose to Raftth, where new 
investments are being made in the shape of construction and 
development projects. 

This does indeed seem strange if the Israelis seriously 
intend to give up this part of Sinai The explanation Evron 
gives is that the negotiations about Palestinian autonomy are 


Their reasoning is that the Egyptians will carry on the auton- 


omy negotiations until the first stage of the Israeli withdrawal, 
from Sinai is complete, and that then the peace process wifi 
come to standstill, leaving Israel in control of the remainder of 
Sinai (induding the settlements near Rafah). The Egyptians, 
having got beck half of Sinai, wiH be m a weak positions to 
demand the evacuation of the rest; the Israelis, having given 
op the Western half of the peninsula, up to a fine drawn from 
El Arish in-tbe north to Ras Muhammad in the south, wfll feel 
able to ' keep the eastern half (indndmg the settlements) — 
and will intensify their program of colonization everywhere 
else, especially on the West Bank. 

It must be made dear that Evron does' not in any way 
approve of this attitude on the part of those “influential ele- 
ments” in the Israeli government — quite the contrary. He 
says that those Israelis who think like this are deceiving them- 
selves and misleading the settlers in places like Yamit, who 
have already “spent several years of their fivesin places where 
they had no.bukness to be at all’ and are now being unoffi- 
cially advised to risk three years more. In the end, says Evron, 
they wfll have to go, because he believes that neither the 
Egyptians nor — more im p or tantly — the Americans are 
going to be satisfied with one more interim settlement.

But such a bare- bones state- 
ment of intent falls to do justice to 
die awesome scope of the research 
goals. “In effect,” said Fryberger, 
“we are trying to define the envi- 
ronment.” 

The movemnt of sand drift ■ 
across deserts has been a long- 
standing problem of geologists, 
hampered by inaccurate measur- 
ing devices'. 

For the technical, Erybeiger 
explained how his aeolian sand 
trap works : sand enters the 
catcher assembly through a S mil- 
limeter wide orifice, is decelerated 
and falls into one of eight under- 
ground canisters shaped like slices 
of pie. The direction of the wind 
dictates into which canister the 
sand falls. 

Sand dune research in Saudi 
Arabia is still in its infancy. 
Although a formula relating sand 
drift rate to wind velocity was 
given by the British physicist 
Reginald Bagnold more than 30 
years ago, the stage at which sand 
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control research in the Kingdom 
finds itself today is still one of 
measurement and qualification. In 
some instances, predictions based 
on old ideas have proven inaccu- 
rate. 

The desert surface is subtle and 
varied, in some ways like a living 
animal, unpredictable in its 
response to factors like the wind. 

In Arabia, sand lies like a granu- 
lar frosting on a cake made up of 
bedrock intersperesed with clay 
and sah-encrusted flats — known 
in Arabic as “sabkhahs.” These 
low-lying areas between sand 
dunes are themselves a subject of 
study. 

Fryberger believes that the 
Saudi desert contains systems, and i 
sub-systems, of drifting sand, 
some, of which extend 100 ! 
kilometers or more. These sya- 
terns respond to their physical sur- 
roundings like living beings. The 
map of the Eastern Province, he j 
said, reveals the contours of the 
systems, stretching like bloated 
tentacles between areas of rode 
and sabkhahs. 

Can what happens in the dunes 
of Al Jubail influence sand 
behaviour far to the south, in the 
vicinity of Abqaiq? The answer to 
that question would shed light on 
the viability of Frybergei’s theory 
of sand-drift systems. It would 
help to resolve the issue of 
whether individual dune systems 
of Arabia are “living” or “dead” 
— that is to say whether they are 
actively in formation or relics of a 
preceding geological era. 

Where do sand dunes come | 
from? How fax has the sand travel- 
led? The sand trap may help pro- 
vide at least a due to these riddles. 
By measuring the amount of sand 
blown past a given Locality, such as 
the middle of Jafurah near 
Dhahran, the scientists may be 
able to tell whether the vast reser- 
voir of sand to the north was the 
source of Arabia’s Empty Quar- 
ter. 

Inevitably there will be a dis- 
crepancy between how much sand 
theoretically passes a given local- 
ity — as predicted by wind station 
data — and the amount winch 
drifts as measured by the aeolian 
sand trap. Such a discrepancy is a 
measure of the wind’s saturation 
with sand, a property which 
depends on such factors as the sea- 
sonality of the wind. — 

If there are strong winds, for 
example, in rainy seasons when 
sand is wet, the wind shifts the 
sand relatively inefficiently. 

A knowledge of under- 
saturated winds and where they 
•occur is; valuable, for it is in these 
circumstances that devices such as 
deflecting fences are potentially 
most useful in protecting build- 
ings, agricultural zones and indus- 
trial installations from sand drift. 

Sandi-based geologists expect' 
to set up a test area — one to four 
square kilometers near Jubail or 
Dhahran — to study dune 
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advance, wind regime and sand 
drift rate, and to test new methods 
of sand control. 

There are many applications of 
this research. The economic 
rewards of controlling desert 
behavior are in fields as diverse- as 
animal husbandry and natural gas 
tiquification. These alone would 
justify a program of research into 
desert phenomena. But for 
geologists like Steven Fryberger, 
the lure of unanswered questions 
about sand dune behaviour suf- 
fices to propel l them into an

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Mintoff says Maltese cross with Libyans 


Lagos cautions U.K. 


VALETTA, June 3 (R) — 
Signs of strain in relations bet- 
ween Malta and Libya over oil 
exploration have come out in a 
speech by Prime Minister Dom 
Mintoff. 

Speaking at the annual general 
conference of the Malta Labor 
Party Saturday night, Mintoff 
accused the Libyans of using a 
series of excuses not to settle a 
dispute over demarcation of the 
200-mile stretch of the Mediter- 
ranean separating the two coun- 
tries. 

Malta wants the larea to- be 
divided equally for oil exploration 
rights, but the Libyans say that 
because they have the longer 
coastline they should assume 
three-quarters of it. 

They agreed at one time to take 
the dispute to the International 
Court of Justice, but the Libyans 
never ratified the agreement. 
Malta has since stopped all explo- 
ration in the disputed area. 

Mintoff said the dispute did not 
mean that the Libyans should be 
considered Malta's enemies. 
Libya was still Malta's friend, he 
said. It had helped Malta to get rid 
British military bases, but Malta 
would have readied the same goal 
“with the help of St. Michael or 
fife one below." he added. 


The prime minister said Libya 
had mined all its oil wells, winch 
would be blown up if Libya was 
attacked by Egypt. 


Libya sells ofl to Malta below 
market prices, but Mintoff said 
Libya was not meeting Malta's 
increased needs for -tourism, 
industry, shipbuilding and other 
activities. Additional supplies had 
to be found elsewhere. 

Because of the median line dis- 


pute, the two countries had not 
signed an agreement under which 
Libya would help Malta’s 
economy as a non-aligned coun- 
try. 

Malta has declared itself a 
non-aligned country no longer 
dependent on earnings from fore- 
ign bases.

Tories to urge cuts in EEC spending 


BIRMINGHAM, June 3 (AP) 
— Members of the Conservative 
Party elected to die Common 
Market’s parliament this month 
will seek to cut public spending 
and taxes. Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher says. 

They will also press for more 
competition and less bureaucracy 
in the community, she told a rally 
of 2,000 Young Conservatives. 

She said British funds now 
going to the community’s budget 
could be used to lower income tax 
in Britain. 

“We argue for reduced spend- 
ing on die Common Agricultural 
Policy, a lower net budget con- 
: tribution for Britain. We could do 
with some of the money that we 
pay to the European budget to 
reduce income tax here nearer to 
European levels.” 

The aims of Conservatives 
elected to the European Parlia- 
ment would be the same as those 
they had been pursuing in Britain 
since they won the general elec- 


tion in May 2. 

Britain and the other Commun- 
ity countries vote June 7-10 in the 
first direct elections to the Euro- 
pean Parliament based in Stras- 
bourg. Until now the members of 
the parliament have been 
appointed by the domestic parli- 
aments of member countries. 

The European Parliament is 
widely regarded as just a talking 
shop, with real power m the com- 
munity reserved for the Council of 
Ministers. But the parliament con- 
trols a small part of the commun- 
ity’s budget and can dismiss the 
Commission, something it has 
never yet done. 

But supporters of the parlia- 
ment hope Chat with the advent of 
direct elections its moral authority 
will grow to a point where it can 
demand and get greater powers 
and thereby increase democratic 
control over community affairs.

LAGOS, June 3 (AP) ■ — 
Nigeria, Britain’s largest trading 
partner in Africa, is stepping up 
pressure on the Conservative gov- 
ernment in London not to recog- 
nize the new black-dominated 
administration in Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia. 

In its most forthright warning 
yet, the mihtaiy government said 
in a statement this weekend that it 
would regard any British attempt 
at recognition as “a wanton disre- 
gard for African opinion and 
well-being, and deserving of an 
appropriate response,” the 
Nigerian news agency reported. 

The official statement by oil- 
producing Nigeria, however, 
stopped short of any specific 
threat to cut off trade. 

The lengthy statement said 
Nigeria“viewed with unease" the 
policy of Britain’s new Conserva- 
tive government toward Bishop 
Abel Muzorewa, who took office 
last week as the first blade prime 
minister of the war-tom, breaka- 
way British colony. 

Under the Muzorewa administ- 
ration, strenuously opposed by the 
Patriotic; Front guerrilla move- 
ment as a sellout to white inter- 
ests, tiie country is known by its 
blade nationalist name as well as 
Rhodesia, its tide (hiring nearly 
nine decades of white-minority 
rale.

THE HAGUE, June 3 (R) — 
Dutch millionaire Peter Menten, 
who collapsed last Friday when 
police said they were arresting him 
for alleged war crimes, was 
believed still to be in a coma, the 
Justice Ministry said Sunday. 

Menten, 80, a diabetic, was 
taken to Utrecht University Hos- 
pital after falling ill at his home 
when police told him that a Rot- 
terdam conn had issued a warrant 
for his arrest 

He was already convicted once, 
in December 1977, of helping to 
murder between 20 and 30 Poles, 
mostly Jews, in 1941 when he 
worked as an interpreter for the 
Nazi SS in eastern Poland. He was 
jailed for 15 years. 

But Menten, an art collector 


and businessman, was released by 
a high court last December 
because the Justice Ministry, for 
unexplained reasons, had prom- 
ised him immunity from prosecu- 
tion early in the 1950s. 

The Supreme Court quashed 
this rating last month and ordered 
a new trial. 

An arrest warrant issued last 
Friday was suspended on condi- 
tion that Menten remained at his 
villa at Blaricum, southeast of 
Amsterdam. 

No date for the re-bial has been 
fixed. 

Menton’s lawyer, Leo van Heij- , 
n ingen, said last week that his j 
client’ a health was verypoor and i 
he was unlikely to be fit enough to 
stand trial again.
